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REMARKS

the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow.

In the specification, paragraphs have been amended on pages 3, 5, 6, 7, 8, 10, and 11 
to correct grammatical and typographic errors. 

Claims 

No claims are requested to be canceled. 

Claims 1-4 and 6-15 are currently being amended. 

No claims are being added.

Accordingly, they respectfully request the reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections. 
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2. Claim objections 

The Office objected to claims 1-4, 7-1 1, 14, and 15 for infomialities. Applicants have 
amended these claims to correct these informalities. Accordingly, they respectfully request 
the reconsideration and withdrawal of the objections. 

The Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
